the board to include the opening of that street in its 
plans. That this will encounter opposition from the 
Pennsylvania interests is expected, for it will inter 
pose seme very serious obstacles to that railroad s 
traffic in and through Fort Wayne, both freight and 
passenger. That there should be some reservation in 
any agreement negotiated as to other matters in con- 
troversy for ultimately opening that street is the 
opinion of the public. Whether it is necessary to in- 
clude that project in the plans to be immediately car- 
ried out is a matter for the board and the railway to 
='"teaQoubtless an agreement can be reached under 
which the actual performance of the work may be de- 
ferred until the improvements west of Calhoun street, 
including the erection of the Pennsylvania's new depot, 
is completed, for such a postponement could he con- 
ditioned upon a legally binding contract to begin and 
complete the Clinton street opening within a fixed 
period. 
But however this phase of the matter may 


be ultimately worked out. the opening of Clinton 
street is a general public desire and in time will be an 
inescapable necessity to the city.

soared to the Canadian side where he 
made a successful landing. 


It was the tirst time that a birdman 


had out through the air currents ami 
mist clouds.-and leaping foam caused 


j by Niagara's falls and rapids that have 


lured so 
many 
adventurers to- their 


death. 


Throng Watches Flight. 


Throngs on the American and Cana- 


dian shores gazed at the aviator as he 
rose to a height about 2,000 feet, twice 
circled above the cataract, and 
then 


made the long swoop toward the nar- 
row passage under the bridge. 


His biplane came racing over 
the 


Horseshoe fall so Inw that he was lost 
to view for an instant and then winged 
close to the .water. It seemed almost 
to skim the water as he made the 
bridge passage. 


Boachey 
continued on 
down 
the 


gorge almost to the whirlpool rapids, 
clearing the water by not more than 
thirty feet, before, souring aloft again. 


"It was the most exciting trip of my 


life," said Beuchey alter he had landed. 


Flight Made During Rain. 


To add to the difficulties of Beachey's 


flight a light rain began tu full as he 
took his seat in the biplane shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock. 


The start was made from a baseball 


diamond on. the American side and he 
got away nicely. 
He 
mounted up, 


moving always in the direction of. the 
cataract, and when 
he crossed 
the 


American fall he was about 2.000 feet 
in the air. 
In a great sweeping circle 


he swung toward the north and over 
the Horseshoe fall. 


Down the river he flew, almost to the 


lower steel arch bridge, two miles be- 
low the falls, then coursed to the west 
and then south again, always dropping 
as he circled. 


On his second circle he went well to 


the southwest before beginning, his low 
flight toward, the upper steel arch 
bridge Milder which he was 
to pass. 


Swinging again 
to . the north and 


traveling about fifty miles an hour, he 
came on probably 'not more than 200 
feet over the Horseshoe and swishing 
through its spray. 


Dips Quickly Under Arch. 


Once over the cataract, he lowered 


his plane, and, rushing with the wind 
at a speed estimated at sixty miles an 
hour, he dipped quickly under the arch. 
As he did so he caught some of the 
wash of the outlet of. the power tunnel 
which shoots out from the rocky side 
of the precipice at that point.. 


At no time from his final dip until 


he was clear of the structure was the 
biplane more than 'thirty feet above 
the spume. 


The space through which he flew is 


168 feet in height and barely 100 feet 
from side to side. *The distance from 
the brink of the falls to the bridge in 
which he made the dip is about 400 
yards. 


Beachey will repeat the flight today.
